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A Destructive Insect. 
|} From the Loncon Times. | 

We noticed recently the accounts given in 
liussian newspapers of the mischief which is 
being done by locusts. One of the most de- 
structive msects in South Russia is the beetle 
called by naturalists Anisoplia Austriaca. and 
bv the rural population of Kberson, Couzka. 
‘Lhis insect first appeared in 1805 in the Melit- 
opol district, but there is nothing Known as 
to bow and whence it came, as it had never 
been heard of in any other part of Russia or 
bordering countries. The form ofthe insect 
is oblong and slightly convex; it is of the size 
of a grain of ricinous seed and ofa cinnamon 
co'or. ‘The change from egg to larva amd from 
larva to a full-grown beetie takes nearly two 
fears. The female lays her eggs about two 
inches deep in the earth, and the worms, 3fter 
leaving the eggs, grow very slowly, live the 
whole winter in the earth, finding nourish- 
ment inthe soil, and then become more de- 
veloped, but remain as worms the following 
summer and winter; then on the approach of 
spring they rise to the surface of the ground, 
where they accumulate. AS many as ten 
bushels of the beetles have been collected 
from one acre of wheat. They tly from ear to 
ear and do not quit it until it 1s destroyed. 
They are capable of making long flights from 
one government to another. Lastsummer a 
mass of these beetles wis discovered in the 
sea near Ochakofl; they were so thick that it 
was difticultto pull a boat through them. 


They were gradually washed on shore,and the | 


people, instead of taking prompt measures, 
allowed them to remain there. When at last 
they recognized the danger with which they 
were menaced, persons were sent with horses, 
casks, etc., to destroy them, butit was too 
late; about threé-fourths had recovered 
strength und tlown into the neighborhood to 
form anew, generation in that district. The 
British Vice-Consul at Nicolaieff reports that 
unless efficient measures are adopted is 
probable that all agricultural Russia will 
eventually become tbe prey of these insects, 
causing privations hitherto little known in 
the country. Heconsiders that the subject 
demands the serious attention of Europe, as 
Russia supplies so many countries with wheat, 
and her misfortune may raise the price of 
American produce.

An Italian Count in Trouble.

Jews in Germany. 
| From tbe l’al!l Mall, Gazette. | 
The silly season in Germany promises 
again to be enlivened by a crusade against 
the Jews. Last year a small army of 
pamphieteers, headed by no less a person 
than Prof. Treitsehke, fiilled up the intervals 
of ordinary political discussion with a vigor- 
ous onslaught upon the race, whose unabated 
prosperity excites even more than usual en- 
vy from the contrast to the general de- 
ession. A perfect battle of brochures raged 
or some months. This year the attack 
threatens to assume a practical character. If 
a clerical paper, the Westphalian Mercury, is 
to be believed, apetition is now biog cir- 
culated, which is ultimately destined for the 
bands of Prince Bismarek, and which, after 
dilating in strerg terms upon the injury 
caused by the Jews, ‘*‘not only tothe national 
prosperity but to the culture and religion of 
the German people,’’ calls for the prevention 
of the growing evil by legislative means. 
The remedies proposed are of a 
drastic nature. They include _ restrictions 
upon the wholesale immigration of the Jews, 
especially from the East,’’ and their exclusion 
fiom civil and military employment. But the 
petitioners do not content themselves with the 
proposal to reintroduce these time-honored 
specifics of proved ineflivacy. A more stria- 
gent and more original measure is suggested, 
and one which isin full barmony with the 
spirit of modern legislation. ‘The Chancellor 
is invited *‘*to tax as heavily as possible those 
branches of industry by means of whieh Jews 
and others infected with the Jewish view of 
things are enabledto plunder the German 
people.’? The **branches of industry” refer- 
red to appear to consist mainly of ‘‘banks, 
bourses and newspapers.” Withregard to 
the Jewish press, at any rate, Prince’ Bis- 
marck, if rumor be correct, has hitherto in- 
clined rather to a system of bounties than to 
rohibitive tariffs. Heis now reminded that 
»e must dismiss his old retainers if he would 
be true to his new principle of ‘‘protecting 
German industry.’? And nodoubt there are 
those among his latest allies who would be 
quite willing to fill the vacant place. 


Awful Death on a Railroad Bridge.

Cooper, 
of the town of Van Etten, was walking on the 
railroad track yesterday at a point not far 
distant from his home. In crossing the rail- 
road bridge he made a misstep, and, slipping, 
fell between the ties in such a manner that he 
was fastened too firmly to extriwate himself. 
Only bis head remained above the ties, but 
bis position was so cramped that he was una- 
ble to gettbat out of the way of danger.

SEQUEL TO A DIVORCE. 


Suicide of an American Woman in 
Southern France. 
iFrom the New York Times. | 


Inthe picturesque and ancient town of 
Pau, under the shadow of the Pyrenees, 0oc- 
curred on August 3 the death of a woman by 
suicide which r@calls a celebrated divorce 
case tbatin the Spring of 1878 for a time 
formed one of the chief topics of local gossip. 
From a letter writtea by the woman just be- 
fore her death no other cause for the act ap- 
pears than that she was lonesome, and that 
life had notbing leftfor her to erjoy. It was 
asbort letter, and said only this: ‘‘I am 
weary, and want rest. Let me be placed in 
my cofinin the dress I happen to have on 
when I am found.’’ ‘The body of the woman 
was foundin her room on the morning of 
August 3, at the Hotel de France, under cir- 


cumstances that indicated suicide. Being

Mis. Olney, the case was reported tothe 
United States Consul, who investigated it and 
had the remains properly buried. The death 
wus duly reported at Paris, and on further 
investigation, which embraced the tracing of 
her movements from the date of her arrival at 
the Hotel Athnee, in Paris, in the latter part 
of June, it was satisfactor€ly established that 
the Mrs. Oinevy was Miss Candace M. Olney, 
formerly a fashionable milliner in West Four- 
teenth street, and ina certain sense, though 
not legally so named, co-respondent in the 
divorce case of Newell against Newell, tried 
before Judge Lawrence nearly two and a half 
years ago. 

The features of the case were somewhat pe- 
culiar, and involved a cross action for divorce 
between the parties litigant, while the plain- 
tiff, Mrs. Anna M. Newell, nee Tilton, was at 
the saine time contesting her claim to the es- 
tate of a recently deceased Boston millionaire, 
onthe ground of being his adopted daughter 
and heir. In her complaint, Mrs. Newell al- 
leged sundry acts of infidelity on the part of 
her husband with Miss Omey. In telling 
her story to the jury she stated that she 
wus Married to the defendant in Paris in 


asman and wife until June 20, 1874, the 
date when Mr. Newell —" for Europe 
in company with Miss Ojney. She first be- 
came aware of their relations not many months 
before, by the discoveryin her husband’s 
possession of certain letters,the writer of 
which he confessed, on being questioned, was 
Miss Olney. Mrs. Newell alleged that her 
husband subsequently attempted to compel 
ber togive up the letters, and that after a 
number of stormy interviews she did so, in 
opposition to the advice of her counsel. On 
the part of the defense letters were putin 
evidence from the plaintiff to Mr. Boardman, 
the Boston millionaire, written while she waa 
preparingin Paris for her marriage with the 
defendant. They manifested a surprising de- 
gree of filial affection. 

Miss Olney appeared asa witness forthe 
defense. She denied all allegations of im- 

roper intimacy,and set the lawyers at naught 
by her wit and audacity. It came out during 
the trial that bothshe and Mr. Newell were 
natives of Providence, R. I., wherethe latter 
now resides, and that she had formerly been 
in business there. About the year 1868S she 
removed to New York, and until the date of 
the divorce case did a thriving business under 
the nameofC. M. Olney &Co., the wife of 
Mr. Newell being her partneria the concern 
some time previous to the quarrel. The trial 
and revelations injured Miss Olney’s business 
tosuchan extentthat earlyin the present 
year she sold out her stock to Worthington & 
Smith, of No. 656 Broadway, and went to 
Europe onthe steamer France, taking pas- 
sage direct for Havre, where she landed on 
June 26, and proceeded directly to Paris.

Telephones in Thunder-Storms.

During the lightning discharges yesterday 
afternoon the telepbone wires in the northern 
and northwestern parts of thecity became 
dangerously charged with the electric fluid 
and a large number of telephones were des. 
thoycd. The telephone inspector reported 
fifty-two lines open and seventy-five micro. 
phones burned. The open lines broke partly 
py the wind and storm and partly by burning 
by the lightning. The telephone system in 
this city, asin every other, is protected as 
much as possible from the dangers of the 
lightning, but perfect security can not be ob. 
tained. and although exceptionally fortunate 
heretofore, the loss yesterday was Very large. 
Down Maun street and in the business part of 
the city the microphones suff-red mucb, being 
burned by the lightning, in some cases almost 
completely destroyed, and in others scorched 
and damaged so bailly that the repairs neces. 
sary will smount to almost as much as a new 
instrument. To use the telephone in a thun- 
der-storm is sometimes quite dangerous, and 
the man withthe instrument to his ear runs 
the risk of being plugged on the head witha 
thunderbolt direct from Jove. Mr. Charlies 
Hill, the present inspcctor here, while form- 
erly engaged in the same business in Cincin- 
natti, was one day shot iu the ear by a stroke 
of lightaing, and has since been deaf. 
This accident is likely to occur any day if the 
proper precautions are not taken by the users 
of telephones. Every instrument is provided 
with a safty plug, which, if arranged when 
the storm begins, effectually cuts the electric. 
ity off from the instruments. The damage 
done vesterday was clone to instruments which 
are in the center of long lines, that have more 
than the two-end telepnones on them. A boy 
named Willie Carr, who stays in the coal of- 
fice of James & Co., was engaged in a tele- 
phonic conversation with a man at the fleat 
on the river when the lightning shock came. 
A flash of lightning suddenly burst in on the 
instruments and virtually puta stopto the 
intercourse. Little Willie received a slight 
sbock, but was more scared than hurt. He 
was so bewildered that he dropped to the floor 
and in doing so hurthis knee. The man at 
the other endof the line received a greater 
shock and was rendered insensible for a while. 


Ex-Editor Thurlow Weed.

Thurlow Weed is in avery feeble condition, 
and unless he rallies his case will soon be very 
dangerous. Heis now in his eighty-third 
year and his life has been one of rare activity 
und usefulness. The world has contained 
some very able journalists, but among the en- 
tire editorial record Thurlow Weed stands 
alone inthe combination of political power 
and newspaper talent. For a long time he 
not only edited the Evening Journal, but also 
edited the State of New York. He was the 
only editor who couid manipulate men as weil 
as Opinions, and his power was félt not only 
in the State, but alsoin the Federal Capital. 
Weed hus been for many yeais a widower, bis 
widowed daugbter, Mrs. Barnard, being his 
housekeeper. He is the richest of our retired 
editors, which may be considered remarkabie, 
considering his great liberality. He is also 
one of the small number of veterans of 1812, 
his pension being drawn bya very worthy 
familv, to which his death would be a serious 
calamity. Although so gifted an editor and 
political manager, Weed never became a 
speaker. This was simply due to lack of prac- 
tice. Hehad all the requisites for an able 
speaker on public questions, but this specialty 
ben neglected until the habits of life became

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SERIOUS DANGER. 

In 1878 the vote in the Third Congres- 
sional District stood thus: Frost, 7,237; 
Metcalfe, 5,319; Van Dillen, Greenbacker, 
2,213, and Bartholomew, Socialist, 1,140. 
So it will be seen that the two last candi- 
dates drew off 3,353 votes, which, added to 
the Republican vote, would make a total of 
8,672 cast against Mr. Frost to the 7,237 
cast for bim. When it is remembered that 
both the Greenback and the Socialistic can- 
didates were former Republicans and re- 
ceived most of their support from the [e- 
publican ranks, it appears at = once 
that every Democratic vote is necessary 
in this district to success; that even with 
every Democratic vote a combination and 
union of the elements that were divided in 
1878 may render the district very doubtful. 

In the Sixth District Mr. Waddill receiv- 
edatthe last election 17,769 votes as 
against 11,622 cast for the Republican aad 
11,004 castfor the Greenback cindidate. 
It will be seen that the combined vote of 
the Republicans and Greerbackers 
would have beaten Mr. Waddill, by a 
majority of 4,857 votes. So _ here, 
too, there may be danger if the Greenback 
candidate is supported by the Republicans. 

In the Ninth District the Greenback can- 
didate, Mr. Ford, a former Republican, 
was elected by a clear majority of 1,175 
votes, isnow in Congress and again nomi- 
nated by the Greenbackers and supported 
by the Republicans. The Democratic can- 
didate against him is General Craig. 

In the Tenth District the combined vote 
of the Republicans and Greenbackers was 
16,557, or a clear majority of 1,764 
over the Democrats. This time there will 
be a fusion of the entire opposition to the 
Democracy, and the friends of Col. Mansur, 
the Democratic nominee, think there is 
danger of his defeat. 

In the Twelfth District Mr. Hatch, two 
years ago, received 12,465 votes as against 
4,578 for Draper, Republican, and 10,507 
for Loudon, Greenbacker. So Mr. Hatch 
had really a majority of 2,712 votes against 
him. This year Mr. Loudon is again in the 
field and the Republicans have no candidate 
of theirown. The effect must be apparent 
to the plainest mind. 

These five districts are more or less in 
danger. To these must be added the 
Eighth District, which, though overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic, has also became doubt- 
ful by the insane Crisp wrangle. There 
are six districts inthis State which need 
looking after. 

The Democratic State Executive Com- 
mittee will fail in its duty to the party if 
it leaves these close districts to take 
care of themselves.. Oar own idea 
is that it is infinitely more important 
to the party to carry these doubtful dis- 
tricts than to work up the majority of the 
State ticket. Crittenden and the State 
candidates are practically elected. They 
can take care of themselves. It makes no 
particular difference whether their majority 
will be 40,000 or 80,000. But the doubtful 
Congressional districts need aid and should 
promptly receive it. It may make a vast 
difference; may control the organization 
of the next House; may decide the nation- 
al legislation and the policy of the country 
for the next years whether these doubtful 
districts are lost or saved to the Democracy. 

The State Committee, which meets here 
to-morrow, should consider this.
